DIVIDEND POSITION 
MR. J. S. AUSTEN’S REVIEW 


The Forty-Fourth Ordinary General Meeting of the British 
Electric Traction Company, Limited, was held on 5 July at 
Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C.2. 

Mr. J. 8S. Austen (the chairman), who presided, said :— 
Ladies and gentlemen,—If I had been making this speech some 
six months or so ago, most of my time would have been occu- 
pied in explaining to you the reasons which prompted the direc- 
tors to suspend the operation of our stock bonus scheme, but, 
owing to recent legislation, it is not necessary for me to do 
more than to say that we anticipated the action of the Govern- 
ment. I am glad that we did so, because it enabled us to pay 
an interim dividend which some of us at least were glad to 
receive. 


FUTURE DISTRIBUTIONS 


My speech to-day will be short, but I am hoping to tell 
you just exactly what you want to know, and I think that what 
you most particularly want to know is what the position of the 
company will be when we have to pay 100 per cent. Excess 
Profits Tax, or, to put it in simpler words, you want to know 
what our dividend will be. I can tell you that in one word by 
saying that we should be in a position to pay 45 per cent. 
The deferred stock is now really in the position of a preferred 
ordinary stock which is entitled to receive 45 per cent., after 
which the Government take the balance. 

If the 100 per cent. tax had operated in respect of the past 
year we should have been able to pay the deferred stockholders 
45 per cent., as we are doing, and there would have been 
£80,000 to go to the Government in Excess Profits Tax. That 
means that our profits would have to fall to the extent of £80,000 
before your dividend is affected. We are at least entitled to 
hope that there will be no such falling off as that, but I must 
ask you to be content with that statement, because in these 
times anything like prediction is out of the question. 

I am not even going to tell you how our omnibuses are doing 
because, if I did so, I should have at the same time to mention 
all sorts of possible eventualities which would leave you in the 
end not much wiser than you were before, and indeed some of 
those eventualities it would be undesirable to discuss. 


GROWTH OF REVENUE 


I have but little to say about the past year beyond pointing 
out to you that our gross revenue was £745,000 and that it is 
not so very long ago that with some pride and pleasure I told 
you that we had passed the £500,000 mark. That increase in 
revenue has been accomplished without any—or practically any 
—rise in expenses. We have already told you that our workin 
profit is up by £16,000 compared with the previous year ee 
that is not a war profit because but for the war our receipts 
would have been greater, 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Wholesale prices, as measured by the Board of 
Trade monthly index number, were about 4 per cent. 
higher in June than in May; food prices increased by 
about 14 per cent., but those of industrial materials 
and manufactures showed little change. The aggregate 
increases since the outbreak of war were: General in- 
dex, 37 per cent.; food prices, 44 per cent. ; and indus- 
trial materials and manufactures, 33} per cent. 


The re-grouped data, in which the prices of indus- 
trial materials and manufactures (except fuel) are 
classified according to the stage of completion reached 
by the products concerned, showed no _ appreciable 
change in June as compared with May; increases in 
comparison with August 1939 were: basic materials, 
61 per cent.; intermediate products, 32 per cent.; and 
manufactured articles, 20} per cent. Prices of build- 
ing materials were about 1 per cent. higher than in 
May, and 13 per cent. higher than in August 1939. 


Food prices were substantially unchanged during the 
first half of the month, but in the second half there 
was a marked rise, seasonal] in character; price changes 
for industrial materials and manufactures were 
negligible.

Food and Tobacco.—There was an increase of about 
1 per cent. for both the cereals and the meat, fish and 
eggs group, the former increase being due essentially 
to the rise in maize prices recorded in mid-May, while 
the latter was accounted for by increases for wet fish 
(10 per cent.), poultry (4 per cent.) and eggs (4 per

cent.). The miscellaneous group showed a rise of nearly 
24 per cent., mainly due to sharp seasonal increases 
for potatoes and tomatoes and higher prices for 
bananas and apples. The price of Kenya coffee fell by 
14 per cent. and oranges were seasonally cheaper, while 
the price of onions, which had been exceptionally high 
in April and May, showed a marked fall last month. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Coal and 
metal prices were mostly unchanged in June, the 
largest variations being increases of 3 per cent. for 
South Yorkshire hard coal and 34 per cent. for tin; 
the price of tin rose progressively during the first two 
weeks, but then fell, and at the end of the month was 
lower than it had been at the beginning. Egyptian raw 
cotton was about 4 per cent. dearer, but declines for 
American yarns and raw cotton and for cotton cloths 
caused the index for the group to fall by 14 per cent. 
Wool prices showed no change, while the declines for 
other textiles were in respect of jute (18 per cent.) and 
manila hemp (12 per cent.). The price of linen cambric 
warp yarns advanced by about 8} per cent. towards 
the end of June. The higher index for the chemicals 
and oils group was mainly due to price advances in 
May for petroleum, the only appreciable change in 
June being an increase of 3 per cent. in respect of 
paint. In the miscellaneous group the main price 
changes in. June were increases of 12 per cent. for 
rubber and 3 per cent. for stock bricks and a decrease 
of 17 per cent. in the price of goatskins.

CONTROL OF COMMUNICATIONS 
NEW ORDER 


Under Orders which have been in force for some 
time, the dispatch by post of newspapers, books, 
documents, cuttings, maps, plans, sketches, drawings, 
blue prints, photographs, stamps and any goods or 
commodities to certain countries has been prohibited, 
except under a Censorship Permit. The Defence 
Regulations have recently been amended (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1134, price 4d.) so as to impose control over 
communications between Great Britain and Northern 
[reland and the Isle of Man and to increase the powers 
of the officials at the ports to deal with documents and 
similar articles carried by travellers on their persons or 
in their baggage. 

The Minister of Information has now made the 
Control of Communications (No. 5) Order (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1190, price 2d.) to give effect to the above 
and extending the list of countries affected. It will 
now be necessary to be in possession of a Permit to 
dispatch by post any of the above-mentioned articles 
from Great Britain to Northern Ireland or from Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland to Eire or to the following 
countries :—

or any dependencies of such territories or of Belgium, 
Denmark, Holland or Norway. 


This means that parcels, samples or packets posted 
by any kind of post to any of these countries without a 
Censorship Permit will be refused if handed over the 
counter at Post Offices, or will be returned to senders 
by the Censorship authorities if posted in letter boxes. 
Ordinary letters, trade catalogues, trade circulars, bills 
of account and receipts, and similar trade documents 
are excluded from the Order and may be posted in the 
ordinary way (except by parcel post). 


CONDITIONS OF THE ISSUE OF CENSORSHIP PERMITS 


Censorship Permits for postal matter will only be 
issued to the general public in very exceptional cir- 
cumstances when it is established that a refusal would 
cause undue hardship. Censorship Permits have, 
however, been issued to a large number of publishers, 
newsagents, stores and shops throughout the country, 
and additional Permits will be issued to meet require- 
ments. All members of the public, therefore, desiring 
to send newspapers, etc., goods and commodities to 
the affected countries should place an order with a 
newsagent or a shop or store in possession of the neces- 
sary Permit, and arrange with them to dispatch the 
articles in question on their behalf. 


The dispatch or conveyance to the affected coun- 
tries of printed or pictorial matter of any description, 
including letters or memoranda otherwise than by post 
that is to say as freight or on the person, is also 





prohibited (with certain exceptions not applicable to 
the general public) unless a Censorship Permit has 
been obtained or, in the case of documents carried on 
the person, they are approved by the officials at the 
ports after examination. 

In the case of non-postal matter, dispatch or con- 
veyance is also prohibited from Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland to the Isle of Man. 

The above prohibition also applies as regards con- 
veyance on the person or in baggage into Great Britain 
from Northern Ireland and into Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland from Eire or from the Isle of Man. 

The new Order is now in operation for the dispatch 
to all countries, except Northern Ireland and Eire and 
the Isle of Man. As regards Northern Ireland, Eire 
and the Isle of Man, the Order will operate as from 
15 July.

Forms on which the applica- 
tions should be made are obtainable from the Import 
Licensing Department or from the Offices of Collectors 
of H.M. Customs and Excise. 


IMPORT DUTIES EXEMPTION ORDER 


MACHINERY, AEROPLANES, BEARINGS, 
PLOUGHS AND MACHINERY BELTING 


The Treasury have issued the Import Duties (Ex- 
emptions) (No. 7) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
1140, price 1d.), which adds to the free list machinery, 
including machine tools, aeroplanes and seaplanes, ball 
and roller bearings, ploughs and machinery belting. 
The Order came into operation on 8 July. 

There are a number of exceptions to the operation of the 
Order which relate to items of machinery chargeable with 
duty under Groups of the Tariff other than Group X. 
Among such exceptions are motor cars, motor cycles and 
cycles, clocks and watches, musical instruments, telegraph 
and telephone apparatus and electrical bell and electrical 
cooking apparatus. 


AN EFFECT OF THE ORDER 


One effect of the Order is to free-list the machinery for 
which licences could hitherto be issued under Section 10 of 
the Finance Act, 1932. The system of issuing duty-free 
licences for machinery under that Section, which has been 
operated by the Treasury in consultation with the Machine 
Tool Control and the Duty-Free Section of the Import 
Licensing Department of the Board of Trade, will thus 
automatically be brought to an end. Outstanding applica- 
tions for duty-free licences in respect of machinery imported 
before 8 July will be dealt with as expeditiously as possible. 
Importers holding Treasury licences covering machinery 
which will be imported after 8 July should return them to 
the Secretary, H.M. Treasury, Whitehall, London, S.W.1. 

The removal of the duty on machinery does not of course 
remove the necessity of obtaining Import Licences. 


COMPLEMENTARY SAFEGUARDING ORDER 


The Treasury have also made a complementary 
Order entitled the Safeguarding of Industries (Ix- 
emption) No. 11 Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
1141, price 1d.) the effect of which is to exempt from 
Key Industry Duty any component parts of machinery 
of the kinds free-listed by the Import Duties Order 
mentioned above which would otherwise be liable to 
such duty. 


EXPORT LICENSING 


Exports To ALGERIA, ETC.; Export or Fiax or Hemp 
Goops AND ARSENATES 


The Board of Trade have made Orders entitled (i) 
the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 24) Order, 1940 
(S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1196, price 1d.), under which all 
exports to Algeria, Tunisia and the French Zone of 
Morocco are prohibited; (ii) the Export of Goods (Con- 
trol) (No. 25) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1200, 
price 1d.), under which a licence will be required to 
export manufactures wholly or partly of flax or soft 
hemp, calcium arsenate, lead arsenate or sodium 
arsenate to any destination from 18 July 1940. 


BRITISH FLOWERS FOR EXPORT 


British gardeners are being called upon to go with- 
out tulip, hyacinth and iris bulbs until 1 September in 
order to help the Board of Trade export drive. The 
Bulbs (Control) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
1159, price 1d.) makes it an offence for growers or 
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wholesale dealers to supply ‘‘ controlled *’ bulbs ex- 
cept under licence. Offenders are liable to not more 
than three months’ imprisonment or a fine of not more 
than £100 or both. 


The Order requires growers and wholesale dealers to 
use every endeavour to sell their bulbs for export. 
Provision is made in it for dealing with difficulties 
which may arise in cases where contracts already 
exist for the supply of bulbs for the home market. 
‘* Controlled ’’ bulbs are tulips of all kinds, all garden 
varieties of hyacinths and Dutch and Spanish irises. 
Retailers who have stocks are free to sell them in the 
home market but, it is understood, such stocks are low. 


Applications for licences must be made on a form, 
copies of which can be obtained from the Board of 
Trade, Industrial Supplies (Registers) Department, 
Fanum House, New Coventry Street, London, W.1. 
Licences will, however, for the present, be granted 
only in very exceptional circumstances. Growers and 
wholesalers who wish to sell controlled bulbs for export 
should get into touch with the British Bulb Export 
Corporation, Limited, Little London, Spalding, Lin- 
colnshire.

IRON AND STEEL CONTROL 


IRON AND STEEL FOR BUILDINGS 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of 
Tron and Steel (No. 11) Order (8S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
1138, price 1d.), which came into force on 8 July, pro- 
hibiting, with certain exceptions, the use of iron and 
steel for buildings, except under licence. 


The intention of the new Order is to prohibit the con- 
sumption of iron and steel already in the hands of con- 
tractors or consumers and the sale of iron and steel by 
stockholding merchants for non-essential buildings. No 
licence will be required for the use of steel for building, 
where the purchase of that steel has been authorised by a 
Department for that purpose under the Steel Distribution 
Scheme, or has been licensed by the Ministry of Supply (Iron 
and Steel Control) on or since 1 April 1940. In order to 
cover urgent requirements for repairs and maintenance, 
the use, or the purchase from a stockholder, of less than 
one ton in one month for any particular building is exempt 
from the licensing scheme. 


In present circumstances the Minister considers it neces- 
sary to prevent any use of iron and steel for non-essential 
buildings, and licences will only be granted for its con- 
sumption for buildings not already authorised, when it can 
be shown that the building will serve a useful purpose in 
connection with the war effort. 
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Any application for a licence to use iron or steel 
under this Order should be made to the Department 
to which application should be made for authority to 
purchase steel under the Steel Distribution Scheme.

WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 
INSURING FOODSTUFFS 


All traders holding foodstuffs for sale exceeding 
£200 in value are required by the War Risks (Com- 
pulsory Insurance of Commodities) (No. 2) Order, 
1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1143, price 1d.), to insure 
them against ‘‘ King’s enemy risks.”’ 


The Order is made under Section 9 of the War Risks 
Insurance Act, 1939, and applies to traders licensed 
under the Food Control Committees (Local Distribu- 
tion) Order, 1939 (S.R. & O., 1939, No. 1312, price 
ld.). It makes it an offence for any such trader not to 
hold a policy of insurance. Failure to comply with the 
requirement to insure will render traders liable to the 
penalties laid down under Section 9 of the Act. For 
the purpose of the Order, food means “* anything used 
by man for food,’’ and includes any flavouring matter 
or condiment and any substance which ordinarily 
enters into or is used in the composition, manufac- 
ture or preparation of human food. It includes tea, 
coffee and cocoa, but does not include beverages in 
liquid form. 


The current rate of premium is 5s. for every £100 
per month. 


The insurance scheme under the War Risks Insur- 
ance Act is being operated by the principal fire insur- 
ance companies and Lloyds, as agents of the Board of 
Trade, and every trader to whom this notice applies 
should immediately communicate with the broker or 
insurance agent through whom he normally effects his 
fire insurance.

INCOME TAX IN BRITISH EAST AFRICA 


The Income Tax Ordinance, 1937, of Kenya Colony, 
a notice regarding which appeared in the ‘* Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of 24 June 1937 (page 892), has been 
replaced by the Income Tax Ordinance, 1940, in force 
as from 1 January last. Under this new enactment 
income tax is placed on an East African basis, i.e. tax 
will be chargeable on income derived not only from 
Kenya but also from the neighbouring territories of 
Uganda, Tanganyika and Zanzibar. The basic rates 
of tax remain unchanged but, under the War Taxation 
Ordinance of 1939, there will be levied for the duration 
of the war a surtax on the amount assessed at the rate 
of 50 per cent. in the case of companies and 40 per 
cent. in the case of individuals. As in the previous 
enactment, provision is made for relief from double 
taxation in respect of United Kingdom or Empire 
income tax. 


Similar legislation in operation as from 1 January 
1940 has been introduced in Uganda, Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar. The rates of tax are the same as those in 
Kenya, except that there is no provision in Uganda or 
Zanzibar for a war surcharge in the case of tax payable 
by individuals.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS AND IMPORT PROHIBITIONS ON COTTON, LINEN 
. AND MIXED WOVEN PIECE-GOODS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of— 


(1) Emergency Imposition of Duties Orders Nos. 208-214 
(2) Control of Imports (Quota) Orders Nos, 39-42 
made by the Government of Eire on 25 June 1940. 


Order No. 208 has the effect of cancelling the duties hitherto in operation at Tariff Ref. 272/5 of the Eire Customs Tariff, 


while Orders Nos. 209-214 (1—6 below) impose new duties. 


The Orders at (2) above prohibit the importation, except under licence, of the goods (with certain specified exceptions) 
liable to duty under the Emergency Imposition of Duties Orders Nos. 209-212 (1-4 below) as from 26 June 1940 and fix 


a first quota period to commence on 7 August 1940. 


Details of the above Orders are contained in the following tables and the new duties shown therein are payable on all 
goods of a kind liable thereto which have not been entered with the Customs before 26 June 1940. 


In the case of goods liable to the duties referred to at 1, 2, 3 and 4 below, the minimum proportion of value required 
as the result of labour within the United Kingdom or the Dominion of Canada in order that goods may qualify for admission 
at the preferential rates applicable to goods manufactured in either of those countries has been fixed at 50 per cent. In the 
case of goods liable to the duty referred to at 6, the proportion is 25 per cent. In these cases the appropriate form of 
Certificate of Origin is Form No. 120A (Sale). In the case of goods liable to the duty referred to at 5, in order to qualify 
for the Commonwealth preferential rate the proportion is 25 per cent., and the appropriate Certificate of Origin is Form

CONTROL OF EXPORTS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin re- 
ports that the Emergency Powers (Control of Export) 
Order, 1939, has been revoked and that a new Order entitled 
the Emergency Powers (Control of Export) Order, 1940, 
was made by the Government of Eire on 7 June 1940.

IMPORTATION OF CONDENSED MILK 


The ‘“‘ Nyasaland Government Gazette ’’ of 30 April 1940 
contains the Public Health (Condensed Milk) Rules, 1940, 
which, inter alia, prohibit the importation into Nyasaland 
of condensed milk intended for sale for human consump- 
tion unless the same contains certain percentages of milk 
fat and milk solids, and is contained in a tin or other re- 
ceptacle labelled in the manner prescribed by the Rules, 
a copy of which may be seen at the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 2, Queen Anne’s Gate Buildings, Dartmouth Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


This prohibition does not apply to condensed milk con- 
tained in a tin or other receptacle whose net weight ex- 
ceeds fifteen pounds.

WITHDRAWAL OF DUMPING DUTY ON 
STEEL TUBULAR POLES

FINLAND: OUTSTANDING DEBTS 


Information has been received from the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at Helsingfors to the effect 
that the Bank of Finland are now usually prepared to 
release sterling in respect of outstanding trade debts. 
United Kingdom firms concerned are, therefore, ad- 
vised to get in touch with their debtors and press for 
sterling payment. Owing to difficulty of communica- 
tion remittance can only be made telegraphically, and 
Finnish firms are sometimes unwilling to bear the cost 
of this. Further, the sterling provided is understood 
to be at a considerable premium over the official rate 
of exchange, and debtor firms may be reluctant to 
agree to the extra outlay of Finnish currency. These 
two questions must, however, form the subject of nego- 
tiations between the parties concerned.

TRAFFIC PAINTS (A.R.P.) 


As a consequence of the black-out regulations, road 
marking has become of paramount importance, and the 
quantities of paint so used have assumed appreciable 
proportions. 





Announcements—Continued 


Certain of the materials used in the manufacture of 
paint are required for important war work and it is of 
national importance that their use should be as economical 
as possible. In order to achieve this, road markings have 
been graded into three categories as follows :— 

1. Markings on the carriageway where it is essential 
that the paint should be rapid drying in order to avoid 
undue inconvenience to traffic movement. 

2. Markings on kerbs where the drying time can be 
somewhat longer than on the road surface, but where 
it is essential to have a reasonably hard wearing paint. 

3. Markings on pavement obstructions, such as gravel 
bins, railings, etc., where rapid drying is not essential, 
and where there is no appreciable wear due to traffic. 

In order to provide the appropriate quality of paint 
suitable for these three purposes, the British Standards 
Institution has just issued BS/ARP/38 which includes 
specifications for these three types. It is emphasised in the 
foreword that paints under these three types should only 
be used for the purposes for which they are intended, and 
under no circumstances are they to be considered as inter- 
changeable materials. 


In order to allow the manufacturer as much latitude and 
discretion as possible in the materials which he uses the 
specifications have been drafted to include performance re- 
quirements. It is therefore open to manufacturers to use 
their ingenuity as to the composition they use provided 
they are able to produce a paint which is satisfactory for 
the conditions under which it is to be used.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers;

PROVISION FOR PRotTECTION AGAINST Loss 


CREDIT 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The 
guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom. 


Suort-TerM CREDITS 


The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department’s 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 
porter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make

Crepits To PrcrRcHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees. 


Pre-SHIPMENT RISKS 


Policies are also issued to cover 75 per cent. of loss in- 
curred owing to shipment of goods ordered being prevented 
by various causes. These are: (a) the insolvency of the 
buyer before shipment is due to take place; (b) the imposi- 
tion of import restrictions in a buyer’s country after an 
order has been placed which, in their effect, render it im- 
possible or impracticable for the buyer to take delivery 
of the goods; (c) the occurrence of war, hostilities, civil 
commotion and the like in the buyer’s country.
